Called Aet Invalid 
lr Michigan in 
1901 the late 
Horatio E. E a rle was the national 
president of the American W h eel­ 
men. who brought pressure on the 
legislature resulting in the crea­ 
tion of the State Highway Depart­ 
ment in 1903. 
But the attorney 
general of that time declared the 
act 
unconstitutional 
and 
Earle, 
who had been appointed the s t a t e ' s 
first highway commissioner, served 
two years without pay. 
Then came th*' automobile. 
Be­ 
fore its time roads were built only 
for horse-drawn vehicles and for 
the cyclist. 
Now roads had to be 
built 
to accommodate the auto­ 
mobile. 
This gave impetus to the 
good roads movement in Michigan 
and in 1905 a state highway sys­ 
tem was approved rn a state-wide 
referendum. 
However, 
only 
IS 
counties elected to come under tile 
state highway aid plan. 
Of the 
total, six were in th*' Upper Pen­ 
insula. 
They were: Menominee, 
Chippewa. 
Delta. 
Baraga. 
M ar­ 
quette and Dickinson. 
So Menom­ 
inee county was among the first 
to adopt a planned highway pro­ 
gram in cooperation 
with 
the 
state. 
In those early days h ig h w a y 
were battlefields between automo­ 
bilists. s o - c a l l e d at that time, and 
drivers of horses. 
In 1905 there 
were only 2.700 automobiles in the 
state, 
but 
farmers 
hated 
them 
because 
their 
chugging 
motors 
frightened horses and livestock. 
The first public act to regulate
